The ag itatio n fo r the impro v ement 
o f the city park is ‘g ro wing 
d^ily . 
The belief that 
thè park sho uld be 
beautified, and that it is little mo re 
than wo rthless as it no w stands, is a 
co mmo n o ne amo ng citizens o f Rush- 
v ille. 
The park co ntains fo ur acres o f 
v aluable g ro und. 
As o ne man stat­ 
ed to day , it is almo st sinful to allo w 
such a tract, that mig ht be made to 
be an ado rnment to the city , to be 
wasted by lack o f impro v ement. 
It 
has been sho wn that the co st o f mak­ 
ing a g o o d park o ut o f it, o ne which 
the residents o f Rushv ille wo uld en­ 
jo y wo uld no t be larg e. 
It is arg ued by many that the ex - 
penditure o f a much g reater amo unt 
o f mo ny than that required to im­ 
pro v e the tract o f land wo uld no t be a 
waste o f mo ney . 
It is, rather, co n­ 
sidered ex trav ag ance by many be­ 
cause sucli a v aluable piece o f land 
is allo wed to g o to waste, as it were, 
when a small ex pense wo uld make it 
wo rth while.

Co nnersv ille had tro uble, but 
they 
hav e plenty o f water there no w. New­ 
castle has been threatened o nce with 
a water famine in recent y ears. 
Co lumbus, which, as do es Rushv ille 
depends o n the well sy stem fo r a wa­ 
ter supply , is up ag ainst the water 
pro blem, but is is no t ip quite as bad 
a way as is this city . 
Co lumbus has 
been wo rking o n the jo b, tho ug h. 
It 
is pro po sed to buy a mechanical filter 
and use riv er water. 
One week fro m to day a special 
electio n will be held there to deter­ 
mine whether o r no t the city 
shall 
hav e au-adequate supply o f abso lute­ 
ly pure water. The mechanical filter, 
so g enerally endo rsed, is o ppo sed by 
many .

The peo ple o f the city o f Rushv ille 
and o f Rush co unty sho uld bear in 
mind that the first Mo nday in May , 
which is May 6 , will be the last day 
fo r pay ing tax es and av o id the pen- 
alty , which is attached after that 
date. 
Time was when the co unty treas­ 
urer had the rig ht to ho ld his bo o ks 
o pen indefinitely in o rder to acco m­ 
mo date the 
peo ple. 
It has 
been 
kno wn where a treasurer wo uld ho ld 
the bo o ks o pen fo r a mo nth after the 
last leg al day fo r pay ing tax es and 
allo w pro perty o wners to co me fo r­ 
ward at that time, take up their re­ 
ceipts and av o id pay ing any penalty . 
The law has been so chang ed that 
it is no t po ssible fo r the treasurer to 
do so any mo re. 
If he ho lds o ut re­ 
ceipts he is liable fo r them under the 
law. 
The law requires that he make 
his repo rt immediately after the first 
Mo nday 
in May , and 
that repo rt 
must sho w the amo unt o f tax es co l­ 
lected and the amo unt o f delinquency 
o utstanding . 
Fo r that reaso n it is 
impo ssible fo r him to acco mmo date 
peo ple by ho lding their receipts, un­ 
less he is willing to pay the amo unts 
himself and thus sho w it as so much 
cash co llected. 
In the city o f Rushv ille the peo ple 
my their tax es at the co urt ho use. 
All tax es are paid there, as the city 
treasurer do es no t co llect the tax es. 
hat duty is perfo rmed by the co unty 
treasurer. 
The tax pay er who allo ws his tax es 
to g o delinquent is subject to a heav y 
penalty which frequently amo unts to 
2 0 per cent and it is v ery plain that 
it do es no t pay to allo w delinquen­ 
cies. 
Pro perty o wners must bear in mind 
that if they ex pect to g et adv antag e 
o f the mo rtg ag e ex emptio n law they 
must file their affidav its during this 
mo nth. 
After April no mo rtg ag e ex ­ 
emptio ns can be filed. 
This must be 
do ne at this time. 
Many peo ple pay their tax es fo r 
the entire y ear at the first pay ment, 
as a result o f that the first install­ 
ment is larg er than the last half.

Economy and efficiency became one of 
the cardinal policies of his administra­ 
tion as soon as he entered u pon the 
presidency , and it was well for the 
cou ntry that this was so. for his ad­ 
ministration inherited a deficit in the 
treasu ry of $58,000,000, which has.now 
been transformed into a su rplu s of 
$50,000,000. 
The av erage citizen and 
tax pay er will be interested in this 
fact, becau se the problem which con­ 
fronted the president at the ou tset, al­ 
thou gh u pon a gigantic scale, was 
similar to that of the ordinary shop­ 
keeper or bu siness man, farmer or 
wage earner qr ev en hou sewife who 
is called u pon to make “both ends 
meet” either in bu siness or in the 
home.

This commission, among other du ties, 
was directed to prepare the receipts 
and ex penditu res of the gov ernment 
on a “bu dget’’ basis, which is the sy s­ 
tem followed by practically all the 
leading nations of the world ex cept the 
United States. Under this sy stem it is 
possible for the hu mblest citizen to 
analy ze the financés of the gov ernment 
at any time and to lay his linger u pon 
the responsible political party in the 
ev ent of ex trav agance or of stinginess. 
The sy stem u nder which appropria­ 
tions for the gov ernment of the Unit­ 
ed States hav e been made has ev en de­ 
fied the ex perts in their endeav ors to

The “estimates” art* prepared by the 
ex ecu tiv e departments of which ea< h 
member of the cabinet is a head. The 
cabinet officers get the “estimates” in 
their respectiv e departments from their 
chiefs of bu reau s and then combine 
them as the “estimates” for the depart­ 
ment. 
The “estimates” ’from all de­ 
partments are then sent to the -secre­ 
tary of the treasu ry to be su bmitted 
to congress,, and they then become the 
“estimates” for*the cost of ru nning the 
entire gov ernment du ring the nex t fis­ 
cal y ear. 
Upon these figu res congress 
makes the greater part if its appropria­ 
tions, amou nting to more than $1.000.- 
000.000 annu ally . 
Until 19 0S a more or less lax method 
of making estimates for the annu al 
appropriations obtained throu ghou t the 
gov ernment. 
The figu res sent to con 
gress each y ear, instead of showing 
Indications of a carefu l “pru ning" all 
along the line, showed there was a 
disposition among the departments to 
v ie with each other in getting as large 
appropriations as possible withou t con­ 
sidering whether or not the money de-, 
manded cou ld be adv antageou sly ex ­ 
pended du ring the coming y ear. There 
was no standardization of su pplies, and 
the v ariou s departments were pay ing 
v ary ing prices for the same article. 


W h a t President T a ft Did. 
As soon as President Taft took office 
tfhis sy stem ceased. At the ou tset Pres­ 
ident Taft impressed u pon bis cabinet 
officials the absolu te necessity of econ­ 
omy and efficiency in their depart­ 
ments. He admonished them that not 
a dollar bey ond what was necessary to 
ru n the gov ernment efficiently in their 
departments, inclu ding a fair margin 
fo r progress, which is a part of efficien­ 
cy in the program of President Taft, 
sho uld be asked of congress. The ef­ 
fect was Immediate 
Ev ery depart- 


omy and efficiency commission by cu t 
ting off its appropriations. In a recent 
appeal to congress for fu nds to con­ 
tinu e the great work it has begu n, 
which all thinking men and women 
will approv e. President Taft pointed 
ou t that the people of the cou ntry as 
a whole are interested chiefly in the 
following gov ernmental objects: The 
national defense, the protection of per­ 
sons and property , the promotion of 
friendly relations and the protection of 
American interests abroad, the regu la­ 
tion of commerce and indu stry , the 
promotion of agricu ltu re, fisheries, for­ 
estry and mining, the promotion of 
manu factu ring, commerce and bank­ 
ing. the promotion of transportation 
and commu nication, the postal serv ice, 
inclu ding postal sav ings banks and 
parcels post; the care and u tilization of 
the pu blic domain, the promotion of 
edu cation, art and science and recrea­ 
tion; the promotion of pu blic health 
and the care and edu cation of the In 
dians and other wards of the nation. 
There are many other pu blic .qu estions, 
of cou rse, bu t these are the v ital and 
comprehensiv e ones, and the “bu dget” 
is proposed for the pu rpose of giv ing 
information as to the needs of these 
matters. The president, in order that 
his policy of economy and efficiency 
may be conclu ded and become one of 
the greatest achiev ements of his ad­ 
ministration—that of placing the gov ­ 
ernment on a bu siness basis—wants 
congress to appropriate $250,000 more 
for the su pport of the commission now 
doing that work 
The economy and efficiency commis­ 
sion I’.as already sav ed to the tax pay ­ 
ers of the cou ntry more than $3,000,000 
annu ally by its su ggestions and by the 
time it has completed its work it is be­ 
liev ed ten times this su m can be sav ed 
annu ally to tiie tax pay ers. In the mat­ 
ter of railroad fare for gov ernment offi­ 
cials alone it has fou nd that $12,000,000 
was ex pended in a single y ear at the 
highest prev ailing railroad rates. 
At 
least a fou rth of this can be sav ed by 
the application of bu siness 
metho ds 
su ch as President Taft has applied a nd 
has insisted shall be applied to 
a ll the 
lepartments of the gov ernment

T hat the tariff is no longer a bone 
of contention between 
Republican 
members of the House of Representa­ 
tives was made plain by the vote on 
the wool bill on April I. 
The crucial 
test of Republicanism came on the 
motion of Representative Sereno E. 
Payne of New York to re-commit the 
Democratic bill and 
substitute the 
Republican wool revision bill, based 
absolutely on the report of the ta rill 
board, which was put into the Payne 
tariff law by President T aft and his 
friends. 
It will be recalled that the 
greatest 
split iii 
the

ranks in 1909 occurred over the wool 
schedule and it is a remarkable fact 
that the first tariff measure upon 
which the Republicans were again to 
show a united front was the wool 
bill offered by the Republican minor­ 
ity in the House April I.

The only 
Republican 
not 
paired 
who voted against the Payne bill and 
who did not vote was Representative 
Lenroot of Wisconsin. 
The only 
Republican who voted 
against both the Payne bill and the 
Republican substitute bill on April I 
was 
Representative 
Lindbergh of 
Minnesota. 
The only other Republican to vote 
again st the Republican substitute bill 
was Representative William Kent of 
California, a warm supporter of Cal. 
Roosevelt. 
This accounts for sixteen of the 
original opponents of the Payne bill 
on the vote on April I. 
As indicated 
above four of the members who voted 
against the Payne bill are no longer 
members of the House. Three of them 
have Republican * successors, how­ 
ever, and due -was succeeded by a 
Democrat.
